7. french are more worried than ever about british 

FLEXIBILITY". THEY APPEAR CONVINCED THAT, WITHOUT 
RESTRAINING HAND, BRITISH WOULD BE PREPARED TO SELL OUT 
ON BERLIN, RECOGNIZE GDR, AND SET UP DISENGAGEMENT ZONE 
IN EUROPE WITHOUT TYING IT TO REUNIFICATION. FRENCH ARE 
QUITE FRANK JN SAYING THAT THEY HOPE TO ACT AS BRAKE ON 
WHAT THEY CONSIDER TO BE DANGEROUS BRITISH SOFTNESS, • 
AND. THEY URGE THAT WE JOIN WITH THEM IN THIS EFFORT.' 
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
